The tempter came transfor¬ 
med into an Angell oflight, and to the intent 
be fliould not deceiue me, thou didft rebuke 
him, and to the intent Ifhould know him, 
thou didft enlighten me. For he is the great 
red Dragon, the old Serpent, called the Di- 
uell and Satan, which hath feuen heads,and 
ten homes, whom thou haft created to take 
his pleafiirc in this huge & broad fca, where¬ 
in there creepe liuing wights innumerable, 
and beafts great and fmatl, that is to fay, 
diuers forts of fiends, which praftifeth no¬ 
thing clfc day 4nd night, but goeth about fee- 
king whom he maydcuoure, except thou re¬ 
fill him, O Lord lefus. For it Is that old Dra¬ 
gon which draweth downc the third part of 
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the ftars ofheauen with his taile, and caftcth 
them to the ground, which with his venome 
poifbneth the waters of the earth, that as ma¬ 
ny men as drinke of them, may die ; which 
tramplcth vpon gold, as it were mire,and is of 
opinion that Iordan fliall run into his mouth, 
and which is madcoffucha mold,that he fca- 
rcthnoman. And who fliallfauc vs from hi* 
chops, O Lord Iefus? who fliallplucke vs out 
ofhis mouth, failing thou,O Lord, who haft 
broken the head of thisgreat dragon ? Hclpe 
Vl,Lord,fpread out thy wingsouer vs,0 Lord, 
that we may flic vnder them from the face of 
this Dragon, that purfueth vs: and fence thou 
vs from his homes, with thy fliicld. For this is 
his continual! cndeuor,this is his whole defirc 
to deucur the foules which thou haft created. 
And therefore we cry vnto thee, O God,dcli- 
ucr vs from our daily aduerfary, who whether 
we fleepc or wake, whether we cat or drinke, 
or whether we be doing of any thing elfc, 
preafeth vpon vs by all kind of mcanes,aflaul- 
ting vs day fie night with traincs and policies, 
and (hooting his venemous arrowes at vf, 
fometime openly,and fometime priuily,to flay 
our (oules. And yet fuch is our great madndTcf 
O Lord, in that whereas we fee the Dragon 
continually in a readineffc » J*u©u*« v« 
open mouth; we ncuerthclcfTe doc flecpe,tnd 
reioycc in our owne flothfiilnes,as though we 
were out of his danger,who defiteth nothing 
clfe,but todeftroy vs>Ourtmfchicuous enemy, 
to the intent to kill vs, wacchetb continually, 
and neucr fle*peth,and yet will not we awake 
from fleepc to fauc our (clues* Behold he hath 
pitched infinite (hares before our feet, and fil¬ 
led all our wayes with fundry traps, to catch 
our fouics. And who can efcape,0 Lord lefts, 
fo many fie great dangers ? He hath laid (hares 
ftr rr in cur riches, in our pouerty, in our 
sr cate,in our drinke, in our pleafiircs, in our 
fleepc, and in our waking: he hath fet fnarcs 
for vs in our words and our workes, and in all 
our life* But thou,0 Lord,deliuCr vs from the 
net of the fowler, and from hard words, that 
we may giue praife to thee,faying: Bleflcd he 
the Lord, who hath not giuen vsvp to be a 
prey for their teeth; ©urfbulcis deliuered as 
a Sparrow out of the fowlers net: the net is 
broken, and we cfcaped. 

Theconfeflion of the Chriftian 

Faith* 

I Belecue and conftfle my Lord God eter» 
nail, infinite, vnmcafurable, incorrpre- 
hc nfiblc, and imuftble,one in fubftance, 
three in pcrfcn, Father, Sonne, and holy 
Gboft, who by his Almighty power and 


wifedome, hath not onety bf nothing created 
heauen and caith, and all things theicin con¬ 
tained, and man after his owne image, that 
he might in him bcgloiified, but alfo by his 
fatherly prouidcncc, gotieincth,maintaineth, 
and preferueth the fame, according to the 
purpofe of his will. 

I beleeue alfo and confefle Iefus C hrift,the 
oncly Sauioitr and Meffias, who being equall 
with God,made himfelfc of no rcputatton,but 
tooke on him the fliape ofaferuant, and be¬ 
came man, in all things like vnto vs, exeepc 
finne, to aflurc vs of mercy and forgiueneffe: 
for when, through our Father Adams tranf* 
greffion, wc were become children of perdi- 
tiOn,thcre was no mcancs to bring vs from the 
yokcof finne and damnation, but oncly Iefus 
Chrift our Lord, who giuing vs that by grace, 
which was his by nature, made vs through 
faith the children of God, who when that ful- 
nefleoftime was come,was concerned by the 
power of the holy Ghoft, borne of the Virgin 
Mary(according to the flefh) and preached in 
the earth the Gofjpclloffaluation,tiil at length 
by tyranny of the Priefts, he was guiltlefle 
condemned vnder Pontius Pilate, then Piefi- 
dentof Jury, and moft flanderoufly hanged on 
hei wcenc two theeucs, as a noto¬ 
rious trefp a Her, where taking vpon him the 
punifhmcnt of our fins, he deliuered vs from 
the curfeof the Law. 

A nd forafmuch as he bei ng only God,could 
not fecie death , neither being oncly man, 
couldOuerccme death, he ioyned both togc- 
ther,and fiiffred his humanity to be punifhed 
with moft crucll death) feeling in himfclfc the 
anger and feuerc iudgement of God, cuenas 
he had bcencin extreme torments of hell, 
and therefore crycd with a loud voyce, My 
God, my God, why baft thou forfaken mce? 
Thus of his mercy, without ccmpulfion, he 
offered vp himfeife as the oncly facrificc to 
purge the finnes of all the world, fo that all 
other facrificcs for finne a^c blafphcmous, 
and derogate from the fufficiency hereof: 
which death albeit it did fuffiocmJy recon¬ 
cile vs to God, yet the Scriptures commonly 
doe attribute our regeneration to his Tefur- 
reflion : For as by rifing againe from the 
graue the third d*y, be conquered death 8 
cuenfothe vi&ory i,f our faith ftandeth in 
his refurreffion: and therefore without the 
one, \ve cannot frcle the benefits of thco- 
thcr: For as by his death finne was taken a- 
way,foour righteoufnclTe wasreftored by his 
refiirre&ion. And beeaufe he would acccrn- 
!i(h all things, and rake poffcffion for vs in 
isKingdomc,hcafcende^ into heauen to en¬ 
large the fame Kingdorrc, by the abundant 
power of his fpixit^by whom wc arc moft a flu- 
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fed of his conti nUill i nterce fli on towards God 
the Father for vs. 

And although he beinheauenattouching 
his corporall prcfeucc, where the Father hath 
now fet him at his right hand,cornmitting vn- 
to him the adminiftrationof all things,as well 
inheauenab *ue, as in earth beneath : yetis 
he prefentwith vs hi* members, cucn to the 
end of the worldjn preferuing and gouerning 
vs with hi* effectual! power and grace, who 
when ail things arc hjifilled,which God hath 
fpeken by the mouth oi ail his Prophets,fince 
the world bcgannc,wiil come in the fame vifi- 
blc for nc i-'* the which he aCended, with an 
vnfpf.ikeabie maiefty, power, and company, 
tjii'eparate rhe Larnbes from the Grates, the 
elect from the reprobate } fo that none, w'h*- 
thcr he be aliuethen, or dead before,fhail cf- 
cape hisiudgemenr. 

Morcouer, I bc!c ue and confcfTe the holy 
-Ghoft, God equallwith the Father,and the 
Sonne, who regen: rartih and lanAifichvs, 
and rulcth and guideth Vs vnto all truth, per- 
fwadi.ig vs molt afluredly in our confctcnces 
that we be the children of God, brethren to 
Iefus Chrift, and fellow heires with him of 
life eucrlafting: yet notwith (landing it is nor 
fufficientto bclceue thatGod is omnip^m- 
and merciful! j that Chrift hath made fatisfa- 
Aion; orthat the holy Gboft hath his power 
and e£Fc A: except we doe apply the fame be¬ 
nefits to vs which arc Gods el eft. 

I beleeue therefore and confcllcone holy 
Church, which as members of Iefus Chrift, 
the onelyheadthereof,confennn faithjhopc, 
and charity, vfing the gifts of God, whether 
they be temporall or fyirituall, to the profit 
and furtherance of the fame: which Church 
is not feene to mans eye, but oncly koowne to 
God, who of the loft fonnes of Adam, hath 
ordained fome asvcflels of wrath to damna¬ 
tion, and hath chofen others as veflels of his 
mercy, to be faued: the which in due rime he 
calleth to integrity of life, and godly conuer- 
farion, to make them a glorious Church in 
himfelfe. 

Bnt that Church which isvifiblc,and feene 
to the eye,hath three tokens & marks where¬ 
by it may be knowne. Firft,the Word of God, 
contained in the old and new Teftament, 
which as it is aboue the authority of the fame 
Church,and only fofiicicnt to inftru A vs in all 
thing* concerning filtration: fo is it left for all 
degrees of men, to read and vnderftand: For 
Without this\Vord,neHher Church,CounccI, 
or decree can cftablilh any point touching 
filiation* The fecond i*,thc holy Sacraments, 
to witof Bapdfme, and the Lord* Supper, 
which Sacraments Chrift hath left vnto vs,as 
Iwlj fignes defeab ofGod promifes* For as by 


Baptifme once receIueJ,ts fignified that wc(ai 
well infants as others of age and difcrction) 
being ftrangers from God by originall finne, 
arc rcceiucd into bis family and congregicion, 
with full afturance, that although thisrfootc 
of finne lie hid in vs, yet to the ele&itfliall 
pot be imputed : fbthc Supper dcclareth that 
G >d as a moil prouident Father,doth not one- 
ly feed our bodies, but alfo fpiritually nourifo- 
cth our foules with the graces and benefitsof 
Icfus Chrift (which the Scripture calleth ea¬ 
ting of hit flefh, and drinking cf his bloud) 
neither muft we in the adminiftraion of thefc 
Sacraments, follow mans phancafie, bat as 
Chrift himfelfe hath ordained,fo muft they 
beminiftre 1. and bvfuch as by ordinary vo¬ 
cation are thcrcu Dto called. Therefore whofo- 
cucr rcfcruclh and worfiiippcth thefc Sacra¬ 
ments, or contrariwife contc*r.ncth diem in- 
time Sc place,procureth himfelfe da.nnarion* 
The third marke of this Church, ts Ecclc- 
fiadicall Difcipline, which •tandc'h fo admo¬ 
nition and corrcAion of faults The final' end 
whereof is excommunication, by the content 
of the Church determined , if the Offender 
beobftinate. Andbefides this Ecclefia'Hcall 
Difc plinc, I acknowledge to belong to this 
eburck m Pollctke Magistrate , wh » mint*" 
ftreth to euery man luftice, defending the 
good,andpuoifliing theeuill. To whom we 
muft render honour and obedience in all 
things, which arc not contrary to the Word 
of God, And as Moles, Ezechias, lofias, and 
other good rulers purged the Church of God 
from fuperftition and idolatry ^ fo the defence 
ofChrifts Church appertaineth to Chriftiaa 
Magiftrates, againft all Idolaters and Herc- 
tickes, as Papifts, Anabaptifts, with fuch like 
lims of Antic hrift, toroote out all doArinc 
ofDiuels, and men, as the Made, Purgatory, 
L*mbmp4r*m y prayers to Saints, and for the 
dead, free-will,diftin Aion of meats,* pparell* 
anddaies, vowcsoffinglclifc, pretence at I- 
doll leraice, mans merits, with fiicb like, 
which draw vs from the fociety of Chrifts 
Church, wherein ftandeth oncly re mi (Eon 
of Canes, purchafcd by Chrifts bloud , to all 
them that bclceuc^whether they be Iewes or 
Gentiles, andiead vs tovainc confidence in 
creatures, and tmftinourowne imagination, 
the punifoment whereof, although God of¬ 
tentimes deferreth in this life,yet after the gc- 
nerall refurreAion, when our foules and bo¬ 
dies (hall rife againe to immortality,they (hall 
be damned to vnquenchablc fire, & then we 
which haue forfaken all mans wifedomc, to 
deauc vnto Chrift,foal heare the ioy fill voyee. 
Come ye blefled of my Father, inherite the 
Kingdome prepared for you fiom the begin¬ 
ning of the world: and lb dull go triumphi ng 
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with him in bodie and /ouIe,to remaine eucr- 
laftinglyin glory; where wee fhallfeeGod 
face to face, & {hall no more need to inftrudl 
one another,we fhall all know him, from the 


higheftto the loweft. To whom, with tht 
Sonne,and the Holy Ghoft, be all praifc,ho- 
nout,and glory,now and euer. So be it.
